Dr. Heber Robarts’ X Ray Experiments Were a 
Success. 


Men and Women Whose Brains Have Been Long in 
Darkness Made to Feel the Presence of 
the New Force. 


I ses,“ sald the blind man. 

„What do you see?“ asked the doctor. 

“A light.“ 

“Now what do you see?!“ 

“Something dark.“ 

“Do you see it move?” 

“Yes, it is a shadow.“ 

“Ah,” exclaimed the physician, with a 
great sigh of satisfaction, there can be no 
doubt of it. The retina is not essential to 
sight. The X ray has pierced to the sight 
center, and it has responded to the sensa- 
tion.“ 

The speaker was Dr. Heber Robarts. He 
Stood in his office at 2914 Morgan street, 
eurrounded by his apparatus and a number 


of those interested in his work. 


The blind man was Patrick McMahan, an 
old fellow who had not seen the light of day 
for thirty years. His eyeballs are gone—the 
retina annihilated. He can turn the sight- 
less sockets toward the brilliant noonday 
gun and feel no sensation of lght—noth- 
ing but the blazing heat upon his face. 

He is now 70 years of age, and for these 
last thirty years the brain cells which re- 
spond to this power we call light have 
lain dormant within his skull; but they did 
not die. When they felt the quickening 

ch of this new-found, mysterious ray 
1 within those sacred confines, 
they awoke. - 

Feebly they worked, elaborating the sen- 
sation. The seat of consciousness caught 
the message and the blind man cried “I 
See. 

It is no wonder then that Dr. Robarts' 
face flushed up a lit qe with this demonstra- 
tion af his theory and that he felt his 
work of the night had not been in vain. 


Un Sunday niggas the n 
patch announced ‘the confmencement of 


these experiments by Dr. Röbarts, explain- 
ing in some detafl what he hoped to dem- 
onstrate and how.he expected to do it. 
These articles aroused great interest in the 
blind. While they cannot read newspapers, 
they have about them those who keep them 
posted on the current topics of the day, and 
especially upon matters pertaining to their 
affliction. 

Only three unfortunates had promised to 
be present. The doctor had taken the pre- 
caution to look them up in order that he 
might be sure to have some one to work 
on, but before the evening was over he felt 
that this had been Ainnecessary. 

The hour set for the beginning of the test 
was 6 o'clock, but even before that blind 
persons came trooping up, some with friends 
who could see, others alone or in pairs, with 
only a cane to guide them in their dark 
wanderings through the streets. 

When they reached the house they were 
admitted to the physician's outer office, In

There was an intense pathos in the scene 
of those patient people as they sat in silence 
with their sightless eyes, telling but too 
plainly the story of their lives of sadness. 


By 7 o'clock, Dr. Robarts was ready to 

proceed. His first subject was Miss Kittie 
Helmke, a teacher in the Missouri School 
for the Blind, at Nimeteenth and Morgan 
streets. She was accompanied by Dr. John 
T. Gibley, the superintendent of the institu- 
tion. 
Miss Helmke is 29 years old. She has 
been blind since she was three years of age. 
One of her eyes still retains the least bit 
of sight. She can perceive lights and strad- 
ows with #. With the other she has never 
been able to see anything. 

“It js just uke the end of my finger or 
the back of my head,“ she explained to 


Dr. Robarts when he questioned her. 
When he was ready to test the rays 
upon her eyes, Dr. Robarts led her to the 
table where lay the fluoroscope. The young 
woman was all eagerness. It was almost 
pitiful to watch her as she sat in the 
chair waiting for the experiment to begin. 
Who can tell what were the hopes that 
were flitting through her curtained brain? 
The apparatus which generates the power 
is not intricate looking. The involved 
mechanism is all inclosed in a nicely pol- 
ished wooden stand divided into several 
compartments. A few mysterious looking

is fastened to an upright stand on a lit- 
tle table and is connected with the elec- 
trical machine by two very fine wires. 

The fluoroscope, to the ordinary eye, 
looks very simple, It appears to be a ¢ri- 
angular pastéboard box with a handle to it 
and a hole cut at one of the intersecting 
angles, thtough which you may peer inside.

Is HE INSANEP: 
In his speech in the German Neichstag 
last week on the Brusewitz incident, Herr 
Bjebinger, one of the Socialist leaders, 
said that some of the recent utterances 
of the Emperor William—referring prob- 
ably to his public statement that any cit- 
izen who spoke disrespectfully of the Em- 


peror deserved death—were those of an 


insane man. He paused on tHis state- 
ment to say that he was not speaking 
metaphorically or merely to accentuate 


a point; but that he meant to say seri- 
ously and deliberately that the utter- 
ances of the Emperor were those of an 
insane man, 


This touches upon a question that is not 
often raised in public debate in the 
Reichstag or elsewhere, Dut which is well 


known to be the subject of frequent and 
anxious comment in political and milftary 


circles, not only in Germany, but through- 
out Europe. Prince Bismarck, while Chan- 
cellor, took little trouble to disguise the 
fact that he looked upon tne young helr 
apparent as mentally unbalanced. It is 
commonly belleved that the Empress 
Frederick, mother of William, shared 
Prince Bismarck’s apprehensions. It was 
this belief, not by any means confined to 
the royal cirele, that caused the death of 


4 the Emp€ror Frederick, after a very brief 


reign, to be looked upon as a national and 
international calamity. 

If giving utterance to sentiments fhat 
no really sane man of mature mind 
would entertain, much less express, is 
proof of insanity, then undoubtedly the 
Emperor William is insane. Nevertheless, 
it can hardly bé claimed that he is insane 
in the common acceptation of that word. 
If he is the victim of jnsanity, it 4s that 
form of it which is usually manifested in 
egomania, and of which so Many great 
men, and others: who merely thought 
themselves great, have been the victims. 

It is simply egotism, run mad. Histori- 
cal instances of it may be found in Louis 
XIV., in Napoleon the First and in Will- 
jam’s own ancestor, Frederick the GPeat. 
Puffed up with the splendor of his posi- 
tiom and the power he wields, the Em- 
peror William has come to regard him- 
self as belonging in she small and sacred 
circle of very.great‘men—as being a sort 
of demigod in faet. He really believes 
that a sort of diyinity hedges him in. His 
utterances are not to be judged by the 
standard applied to ordinary men. Dis- 
respect to his person is in his eyes not 
merely political treason but a sort of 
blasphemy. 

If Herr Biebinger regards the Emperor 
William as insane, there can be no doubt 
that the Emperor William considers Herr 
Blebinger a dangerous Anarchist and 
blasphemer who should be hung to the 
nearest convenient lamp-post.

"BULLET NO BIGGER THAN A PEA. |: 


Held the Muzzle to His Head With One 
Hand and Pulled the Trigger 
With the Other. 


On a sofa in the front room of @ pretty 
little cottage at 719 Pope street, lies the 
dead body of Fred Heisler. But for the 
wide open eyes one might think from his 
placid features he was napping. Against 
the head of the couch leans a boy's cat 
rife and. under the damp hair over the 
right ear a tiny bullet hole shows-how the 
man came by his death, 

Dr. Sutter has a number of patients at 
the City Hospital whose craniums have 
been ploughed and perforated py #8-caliber 
bullets. Some shot the lead into their own 
heads in the vain hope of death. To these 
the story of Fred Heisler's suicide will be 
pecullarly interesting. ) 

Heisler lived 
father in a neat little cottage at 719 Pope 


Street. He was a harness maker, but had 


not worked at his trdde for a year. During 
the summer he found employment as of 
laborér at Chain of Rocks. Three months 
ago work there closed down,» He was not 
a shiftless man, and enforced idleness ir- 
ritated him, Day after day, week in and 


week out, he um the streets in search 


— 


of work. 

Yet this man, wis. was strong, active and 
intelligent, willing to do any kind of work 
for any wages, could not get a chance to 
earn bread for his family, 

It preyed on his mind. After the weary 
tramps by day he would walk the floor at 
night, crazed by repeated disappointments 
and the fear of approaching starvation. 

He never uttered a thought of euicide to 
his wife, but he told his friends that if 
he ever came to actual want he had an 
insurance that would keep a home over 
his wife and father, and he would see that 
they got it. 

Monday night Heisler eat a hearty sup- 
per. He went out for @ while, returning 
about 10 o’clock. His father was in bed. 
His wife was up, but she retired after her 
husband's return. He sat up reading the 
paper. His wife noticed that he was think- 
ing more than he was reading. When she 
saw him holding the paper upside down she 
was sure there was something on his mind, 

“I guess I'll go to bed,” he said, tossing

At Baltimore he devoted himself to a 
close study of the workings of the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, probably the most com- 
plete and perfect, both In construction and 
equipment, in the country. 

That being his particular mission, he gave 
close attention to the system of heating end 
ventilation, which has been developed witi- 
out regard for expense, to the highest ~Ussi- 
ble degree of efficiency. b 

Dr. errell convinced himself that the 
same system could be installed in the new 
City Hospital, and a satisfactory results 
attained at much ‘vas outlay.

BURGLARS ARE FOND OF HER. 


AND HIS SCHEME 


WANTS THE CITY TO OWN THE 
SUBWAYS AND RENT THEM. 


IT IS NOT A NEW THING. 


Stumbling Block Is a Constitutional 
Amendment Prohibiting Increase 
of the City’s Indebtedness. 


After months of travail over the con- 
duit question, the city fathers have be- 
gun.to congratulate themselves that the 
troublesome thing has been disposed of, 
or, at least, in great measure unloaded 
on the wire using companies, but the 
end ts not yet reached. 

Henry Silvester has a scheme. It is 
a gteat schéme. He proposes to undo all 
that has been done and start over again. 
His scheme contemplates the repeal of 
the present general ordinance and the 
amendment of the charter and the State 
Constitution. so as to admit of the city 
inoreasing its bonded indebtedness in order 
that it may go into the subway business 
on its own hook. 

Mr. Silvester will be satisfied if the city 
will use his patent in constructing the sub- 
ways. 

Mr. Silvester’s patent has been heard 


from before. In fact he claims to have 
broken the ound, so to speak, for con- 
duits in St. Louis by agitating the matter 
long before anybody else had thought of 
such a ing. 

Away back in 1898 Mr. Horton, by his 
request, introduced a bill in the Council 
which was afterwards known as Council 
Bill No. 254. It was given a first reading 


on March 4 and a second reading March 


10, and was referred to the Committee on 
Public Improvements. It stuck there and 
died with the session. 

At the next session it was reintroduced 
and met the same-undeserved fate. 

The ordinance gave to Silvester, his rep- 
resentatives or assigns the privilege to con- 
struct street pavements, as shown in United 
States | parma No. 302,947, and have the priv- 
ilege of removing the earth from under the 
pavements so as to form a subway for 
the reception of gaé and other pipes, elect- 
ric and other wires and necessary fixtures 
in the streets, alleys and public places of the 
city. ~ ; 

The ordinance faiied of passage then, Mr. 
Silvester thinks, because it was sprung be- 
fore the public mind was educated up to 
conduits. 

He has been fying low ever since and 
watching developments. He has now come 
to the conclusion that the time is ripe for 
sprin g his scheme, and is satisfied that 
it will be taken up by all the wire using 
companies as an avenue of escape from 
their troubles. 

He proposes to have introduced into the 
Council as as he can have it drawn up, 
an ordimance providing for the construc- 
tion, maintenance and operation of subways 
by the city, to be constructed after his pat- 
ent. 

As described by Mr. Silvester this is “a 
combination patent, consisting of walls, 
girders, cross pieces and pavement on top, 


by means of manholés in the pavement and 
walk about from street «o street, and put 
in and repair pipes and wires without hav- 
ing to tear up the streets. The subway can 
be made any size required and is so con- 
structed that it is very near the surface of 
the street, so that the wires can be laid 
pent 1. network ot pipes already in the 
un se 


Mr. Silvester wants the city to do this 
and make what money is to be made from 
renting space in the subway. 

He eays he is in correspondence with the 
officers of several wire companies, and they 
like the idea so well that he expects them 
to bring such pressure to bear that the As- 
sembly will be compelled to pass his ordi- 


Equally powerful influence will be brought 
to bear; he says, and the State Constitution 
and City Charter will be so amended that 
the bonded indebtedness of the city may 
be increased to a sufficient extent to cover 
the cost of construction and maintenance 
of the subways until euch time as the re- 
turns begin to come in. 

President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements is not greatly taken up with 
the scheme, 

When an outline of it was repeated to 
him he smiled a smile full of deep mean- 
ing. That is just as easy!“ he said. “‘Mr. 
Silvester was in here a day or two ago. 1 
told him we were very glad that we had 
now got the matter into the hands of the 
companies. Judging by the experience at 
the last election, I 4m afraid Mr. Silvester 
will have some tfduble in inducing the 
people of the State to vote for his con- 
stitutional amendment.”
